Peace Principles. 


We find this anecdote of William Ladd, in the 
last number of the Democratic Review :— 

“It was not mere good nature, but the adoption 
of the Peace Principles, which made him thus 
gentle-hearted. A story which he often told with 
peculiar relish, will illustrate this moulding of his 
character—the gradual progress of his mind in| 
adopting the peace principles. “I had,” said he, | 
“a tine field of grain, growing upon an out-farm, 
some distance from the homestead. Whenever I 
rode by, I saw my neighbor Pulsifer’s sheep in 
the lot, destroying my hopes ofa harvest. ‘These 
sheep were of the gaunt, long-legged kind, active 
as spaniels—they could spring over the highest 
fence, and no wall could keep them out. I com-| 
plained to neighbor Pulsifer about them, sent them 


the country, known and accessible to all within 
their respective neighborhoods, so that the fee- 
blest and must remote churches might have a me- 
dium, through which to send any, the smallest 
sum tothe Board. When he was at St. Louis, he 
could effect nothing in securing contributions from 
the Churches in that neighborhood, because they 
knew of no means of forwarding their money. 

Mr. P. ulso enlarged upon the necessity of giv- 
ing wider circulation to the Magazine, of commu- 
nicating with the churches by agents, and of se- 
curing greater efforts from pastors in awakeming 
an interest, and giving information among their 
people, and particularly in the observance of the 
Monthly Concert. He would freely confess that 
as a pastor he had been greatly deficient. He 
had learned this since his connexion with the 
Board. He had not previously understood the 
situation and labors either of the Board or their 
missionaries, and he was confident that many pas- 
tors were alike deficient. 

Brother Ide, of Philadelphia, was convinced 
that what had been urged in relation to the duty 
of pastors was true, and he felt the importance of 
system, but it wasa question how they should act, 
what system should be adopted? He had made 
some efforts, and with some success, but he should 
like to know the most efficient way of accomplish- 
ing what was wanted. He thought pastors would 
do well to deliver occasionally short essays on 


frequent messages, but all without avail. Per- 
haps they would be kept out for a day or two, but 
the legs of his sheep were long, and my grain’ 
rather more tempting than the adjoining pasture.

Next in importance to the benefits derived from the success 
of the cause of educat iun, I ulate you upon the salu- 
tary influence which improved abite of temperanee are ex- 
erting upon the prosperity and happiness of the State. A body 
of men, min br agene to have been lust to society, in 
their deg ion and misery, so long neglected that even 
Christian benevolence, like the Priest and Levite, “ passed by 
them on the other side’’—have sprung into active life, and 
with souls once degraded, but now elevated and ennobled, are 
rolling on a moral reformation of unsurpassed importance.— 
Assuming a name which associates patriot ism and piety in the 
mind of every American who utters it, they are Working a rey- 
olution in the habits of society, by moral influences, and with- 
out the aid of law. which, in a faithful a'herence to their prin. 


ciples, will give them an undisputed title to be the 
foliceen: of the father of our country. They ere nirking at 
the rout of poverty, pauperism, and crime. 


Whatever may be the merits of the question, about which 
there is much difference of opinion, as to the policy of the 
legislation which has been adopted respecting the sale of spiri- 
tous liquors, in any revision of the-e laws which you may 

necessary, I recommend the efforts of these men and this 
cause to your favorable consideration. 
BANKS. 

The Banking Institutions of the State, and the laws respecting 
them, will require your special and careful attention. These in- 
stitutions have grown up under the authority of the State,and in. 
dividuals have acquired rights in respect to them, which should 
not be vivlated. The stockholders have rights which we 
should respect, and the public have rights which we 
should enforce. Fortunately, we have been exempied from 
many of the calamities which a faithless and reckless system 
of banking has entailed upon the people of sonte other States ; 
but the fact is notorious, that practices have grown up here, 
under the name of banking, and forms of law, which require 
the corrective application of the legislative power. A thorough 
refurmation on this subject, is demanded at your hands, by 
public sentiment ; and | doubt not you will fearlessly discharge 
the duty. Banks are ostensibly established fur the double pur- 
pose of siding business by loans upon paper, payable at short 

riods, and furnishing a representative currency. Whenever 

y permanent or lung loans, they withdraw their capital from 
the demands of business ; or, by excessive issues of paper haz- 
ard their capacity for redemption ; they violate the fundament- 
al objects of their existence. Such has been our system of 
legislation, and the practices of our citizens under it, that the 
various interests of society haye been more or Jess interwoven 
with the action of our banks, ‘Their capacity for usefulness 
and for injury to the public, has, in the experience of the past, 
been found to be great, according to the character of the chief 
reaxons why they shuuld be subject to the rigid supervision 
of public authority. While many, and perhaps most of our 
banks, have been fairly conducted, there are startling facts 
which show that in the management of others, the interests of 
the stockholder, and the claims of the public have been most 
signally disregarded 

One of the most palpable evils to which I invite your atten- 
tion, is the application, by the directors and officers of some 
of the banks, to their own use, of a large amount of their 
funds. There are banks whose business has been crippled ; 
whose stuck has heen essentially impaired, and upon whicli se- 
vere losses have fallen, chiefly from the large and permanent 
indebtedness of their officers This evil may be remedied by 
prohibiting, ander proper penalties, any director or ofticer of a 
ee frura borrowing directly or indirectly, any portion of its 

unds. 

The objection sometim>s suzzested, that you will thus ex- 
clude from bank «directions all men in business, betrays the 
selfishness of one who wishes to increase his own bank facil- 
ities by the influence of a seat at the board, instead of pre- 
senting an argument which should have force with the disin- 
terested and unbiassed. ‘Ihe directors of a bank are the joint 
agents of the stock hulders and the public ; and whe does not see 
that a man, incapable of borrowing money, is fiee from those 
temptations to viwlate his duty, which lie before the interested 
and sometimes urgently pressed applicant fur funds? ‘To al- 
low the guardians of a public institution to use their station 
fur their own personal interest, is contrary to a sound policy 
and a wise administration of the law. With these views, 
long entertained, and strengthened by the constant «develop- 
ment of facts, I recommend as one provision of a law to be 
enacted, that no person who is a debtor, either as principal or 
surety, to any bank, shall be allowed to be a director or officer 
in such bank ; and that no bank shall be allowed to loan mon- 


ey, either directly or indirectly, to any of its directors or offi- 
cers,or to discount any paper upon which they are parties, of 
in which they are, in any wav, interested.

The fair rights of the banks I 
woul.! not impair; but we should not forget that the com- 
munity have rights, and that it is our duty to protect them.— 
I submit to you the propriety of establishing a Tariff of ex- 
changes, between this State and the principal commercial 
places with which-we transact business and to prohibit ander 
adequate penalties, any bank from transcending the prescribed 
limits. 

In some of the banks in which their capital has been evs@n- 
tially impaired or seriously involved, by a large amount of 
suspended or dishonored paper the practice of making divi- 
dends has prevailed ; and thus, in effect, a portion of the eap- 
ital is withdrawn from the banks and aistributed among their 
stockholders. I regard it as the spec‘al duty of the Legisla- 
ture to compel every bank to make good its capital, and to 
maintain it unimpaired, orto wind up its affairs, A provision 
that any bank which shall declare a dividend while any part 
of its capital is impaired, shall forfeit a penalty to the State; 
and a further provision, that fur the purpose of determining 
the right to make dividends, no suspended or dishonored paper 
shall be deemed a part of its capital,—wonld have a most sal- 
utary effect in protecting the rights of the stock-holders and 
of the public. Every bank would then be compelled to stand 
hefure the public in its true character, and the actual value of 
its stock, woul, with a geod degree of certainty, be known. 
The impositions which have frequently been practiced upon 
the creduluns, through the fictitious prices of stock would 
thus be prevented. ] earnestly recommend that you give 
effect to these suggestions, by suitable provisions of law. To 

revert an injurious effect upon those banks whose capitals 

ve hecome impaired, | recommend to your favorable notice, 

applications coming from them for a reduction of their stock 
to the amount of their present actual sound capital. 

Much of the fluctuatiuvn in business, and the expansion and 
contraction of the currency, from which many have so seyere- 
ly suffered, have arisen from the want of a pruper regulation 
of the issues of the banks. Specie in the vaults of a bank is 
the basis upon which all bank issues should rest ; and when- 
ever its paper exceeds an amount bearing an unreasonable pro- 
portion to its specie, the public interest is put at hazard. Some 
further regulatiun on this sudject is, in my judgment, imperi- 
ously demanded, and | recommend it to your wise cunsidera-

The office of Bank Commiesioner is of great importance, 
buth to the stockholders and the public ; and the persons fill- 
ing it should be clothed with such powers as will enable them, 
promptly, to execute their trusts.

I 
am not aware that those offences in respect to which this pun- 
ishment has been abolished, have at all increased in conse- 
quence of it. The progress of public sentiment in favor of 
abolishing capital punishment altogether, has in modern times 
| been rapid and general ; and the plea for its necessity has heen 
most successfully assailed. ‘The object of all punishment 
should be the prevention of crime, and the reformatation of 
the offender 
| verity, which most effectnally operates to prevent crimes.— 
Having long entertained the opinion that the practice of tak- 
ing life as a punishment is not necessary fur the protection of 
society, I desire to see jit entirely abulished. Holding this 
opinion, and in obedience to what I feel to be my duty, I re- 
commend that the punishment of death for crimes be abolished 
and that solitary imprisonment fur life be substituted in its 
place.
